Suicide ua a Hoicucc. 

Jlerotoforo it has boon nssumod tbat 
all suicido8 aro insano, and, hence, that 
thoir conduct cannot bo ruotod O3' tlio 
known laws of iiuman action. So far 
as passion or momentary I0B8 of soll'- 
command is oonsidored 'insanity, this 
may bo true. In France, hawovor, a 
difforont theory is being promtilgiitcd, 
and \Jv, .Boisrnont, an oniinent pby.s- 
ician, has recontlj' published a troatiso 
on suicide, in Tivhiea be subjects tho 
whole question toasearobing aralysis 
iiiaccordnnco with tbomuntdl and phys- 
ical laws governing man's natnro. 
Tho Doctor lunintnins that "if tho mo- 
tives of suicides, and tho iawa wliicli 
govern and control thoin, can bo 
even approximately dctorinincd, a 
great step will have been gained, both 
by improving tho pathology of tho 
malady, and by diminishing its active 
and predisposing causes.'' This is uui 
doubtodly true. Vast disoovcrioa are 
being daily made in difToront scionces, 
and thoro c;in bo no reason wliy in- 
vestigation tiiid piiins taking analj-fiia 
in tlio direction pointed out by Ur. 
Hoismont may not produco tho most 
fortunate result. The cause producing 
or predisposing to suicide, whatever 
tiioy may bo, seems to run in cycles. 
For a long perioil comparatively few 
BuiQidcs will occur in a particular 
country or locality. Then the diseaso. 
or wliatovorit may bo, will broalc out, 
tlio case Ibllow caso witli fearful rap-, 
idity. -\gain, particular modes cf self- 
destruction Bcoin to prevail at partic- 
ular times. At one time drowning is 
all the rage, at another poison — then 
liro-arms or the knife will bo used, and 
at, one period in Franco so great was 
tho mania for jum|)ing from high 
towers that all such places wore closed 
against tho public. Upon general 
data such as those tbo investigations 
of Dr. J^oismont aro founded. The 
tables atliicliod to tho troatifie of Dr. 
Boismotit make it appear that there is 
not much truth in the generally receiv- 
ed impression tbat tenacity to life ins 
oroaBoswjLh old ago. On tho contrary 
it appears that tho proportion of sui- 
cides is greater between tho ages of 70 
and 80 tlian between tbe ages of 30 
and 40. 

In France at large be finds the ma- 
jority of suioidos to fall between tho 

■lOtli and oOth year; in Paris, however, 
tlio miijoritv occur between tiio 20lh 
and 30th. Two children under nine, 
and one under five, killed themselves. 

It is a mistake to call Ifovembor the 
suicide's month ; as a Paddy preferred' 
warm to cold water to drown himaell 
in, so it seems tho generality of men 
porfor to kill themselves in tine weath- 
er and in daylight. For Xovoinbor 
and December tho figures of Dr. Bois- 
rnont aro 298 and -7(5 ; while for Juno 
and July they aro -ISIJ and -107. 2,01)4 
persons committed suicide by (Jay, 
only 008 by night. Eiyht "in the 
morning (eeiQS (o be tbo favorite 
hour; noon comes next; seven in tho 
evening yields fewest. Fowor moun- 
taineers commit this folly than inliabi' 
tantsoftho lowlands, and fever wos 
men than men, in tho proportion oi 1 
to 2.76 in single, 1 to 2.49 in married 
life, and 1 to 1.32 in widowhood. But 
between tho ages of 40 and fiO, at 
which tho ma.ximum ofsuicidcs isreacln 
ou, llio niai'riod outnumber the single 
and widowed combined, i.a tho pro- 
portion of throe to ono. 

The AiiE of Slanu. — This is ovId- 
onlly tho ago of slang. Tho fast young 
man of the present day is unintelligi- 
blo to tho matter of fact, slow-going 
fogy who had been loft in tho meshes 
of the inexpressive vornaculnr of his 
fiitliors. l"he fast j'ouiii^ m.^n, when 
he would drink, (and that's always,) 
agks for a "wash." When he would 
smoke, ho demands a "torch." When 
he eats, ho "wrestles his hash." When 
bo is drunk, ho is "swiped." When 
ho ganibles, ho "slings tho paste- 
boards." When ho sloop.q, he iH "untlor 
tho blinkK," aiul wiicn ho steals, ho 
"goes through" somebody. Ilis 
friends aro "guy ducks," "no slouches," 
"bully boys," nnd "brick.s." Ilis cn- 
omioH lire "hits," "dead boats," and 
"suckers." \ good writer "slings a 
nasty quill."
